“rhe original move for the clean- | 
up drive in which we are engage: d 
came at the request of the American 
Legion Welfare Coramittee of the} 
Palo Alto Veterans’ Hospital. Ever 
since the formation of this American 
Legion committee in 1919 it had 
been fighting a losing battle against | 
the sale of bootleg liquor and nar- 
cotics in the vicinity of the hospital. 
in spite of the most strenuous efforts 
of this committee, conditions grew | 
rapidly worse until in the spring of 
1924 there were 29 places within two | 
miles of the hospital known to be 
supplying either intoxicants or dope 
to disabled ex-service men 

“In desperation the leeion com- 
mittee called togehter a small group 
of citizens from the communities near 
the hospital, explained the situation 
and asked for help. ‘This group im- 


mediately formed itself into a volun- 


teer committee to assist the American 
Legion. ‘The situation was outlined 
to the federal authorities in San 
¥rancisco and to the district attorney 
of San Mateo county. Nothing was 
acoraplished. ‘The bootleggers con- 
tinued to ply their trade unmolesteld. 

“This was the situation which ex- 
isted the latter part of September 
when the city trustees of Redwood 
City came out with the statement 
that bootlegging must cease in Red- 
wood City. It had long been recog- 
nized that no appreciable reduction 
in the sate of liquor to disabled vet- 
erans could be made until co-opera- 
tion was secured from Redwood City. 
‘This announcement by trustees was 
therefore most welcome and a meet- 
ing of the committee was called to 
work out some way of trying a clean 
up of the outside territory with the 
drive of the Redwood officers. Out 
ot this meeting came the plan for a 
large volunteer organization. 

“Knforcement officials had com- 
plained that they were helpless be- 
cause citizens were not in favor of 
enforcement. It was suggested there- 
tore that the moral effect of a large 
volunteer committee would be help- 
ful. 

“Reeruiting for volunteers began 
at once. ‘The response was far be- 
yond the expectations of the most 
optimistic members of the old com- 


mittee. Names poured in. Two 
hundred and eighty members were 
reeeived within 24 hours. Each suc- 


ceeding day saw the membership 
grow until a total of 2296 citizens 
had expressed their approval of the 
law enforcement drive. Names were 
sent in from every community be- 
tween South San Francisco and San 
Jose but the great majority came | 
from the communities near the Vet- 
erans’ Hospital and Stanford Uni- 
versity. | 

“This group of citizens was ®or- | 
ganized as the Veterans’ and Citi- 
zens’ Protective League with a board 
of directors and an executive com- 
mittee, in whose hands the active 
work of the organization is placed. 

“Within 24 hours of the formation 
ot the enlarged committee the fed- 
eral prohibition director sent down 
an agent with instructions to stay on 
the job as long as the situation war- 
ranted. ‘he work has been given in 
every case where the law allows. 
Limit fines have been levied in most 
instances. Hivery arrest by a fed- 
eral officer has resulted in a convic- 
‘tion.

This data of this offic- 
er resulted in five abatements, six 
fines and five jail sentences for con- 
vieted bootleggers. 

‘Yhe new prohibition enforcement 
director, Capt. Charles Goff, has as- 
sured us that we may call on his of- 
tice whenever we need additional 
help. 


“Although your executive commit- 
tee has worked exclusively with the 
federal authorities, the 
ofticials of Redwood City and Palo 


Alto have been very active on their | 


own account. ‘As a result of the ef- 
fective work of the local police in 
these twio communities, 18 convict- 
ions for violations of the liquor laws 


lean be eredited to each. 


“A conviction was secured in the 
one case which came before the su- 
perior court of San Mateo county, 
the defendant received a six months’ 
jail sentence, A complete record of 
convictions by all courts is shown in 
another report. ‘This covers only the 
arrests made in the district between 
Beresford in San Mateo county anid 
Mountain View in Santa Clara coun- 
ty. An analysis of this record shows 
a total of 48 convictions. Jail sent- 
ences are filed away to be used when 
required. 

“Judge Shurtleff, formerly justice 
of Supreme Court of California, has 
consented to act as our legal advisor, 
and as such has written an opinion 


covering several moot points of the | 


Wright act. Most of the judges sit- 
ting in this district have asked for 
copies ot the opinion and we are now 
having it multigraphed for distribu 
tion, 

“In order that the public may be 
properly informed we are compiling 
and publishing in the 
papers, at regular intervals, a record 


of all convictions for violations of | 


the liquor laws in this district. 

“your executive committee would 
ike to report an entire clean-up of 
the district, but unfortunately this is 
far trom being accomplished. Many 
nlaces have been closed and very few 
ire selling as much bootleg as before, 
ecause they dare not operate open- 
ty. However, it is still possible to 
ecure hquor in many places through- 
out the erea in which we are work- 
ing. We believe a good beginning 
has been made, but it jis only a begin- 
ning. ‘lo obtain our objective, the 
complete elimination of the bootleg- 
ger in this district, will require a 
camapign of many years’ duration. 
We are making all our plans with full 
realization of this fact and we pro- 
nose to carry on until the menace of 
the bootlegger has been entirely re- 
moved from the vicinity of Stanford 
University and the United States Vet- 
erans’ Hospital.”

The first step in the construction Its 
the two end plates. These are made 
up of either cardboard, hard rubber 
or any of the numerous insulating ma- 
terials on the market. If hardwood Is 
used these should be cut two inches 
square and one-half inch thick. The 
center core hole should be drilled 7-16 
inch in diameter and the two small 
holes are made with a number 80 drill. 

It will be noted that the small holes 
are located differently in the two end 
blocks. ‘The one side is for the pri- 
mary and the other for the secondary 
wires. The edges of these holes should 
be well rounded to avoid chafing of 
the fine wire. 


The end pieces are mounted on a 


bundle of core wires. The space be- | 


tween the end plates is three inches. 
Care should be taken to see that these 
core wires are kept perfectly straight 
and parallel. It is suggested that the 
wires be slightly moistened with oil to 
avoid rust. 

After the end pieces are properly 
spaced the core should be wrapped 
twice around with two layers of waxed 
paper. This should exactly fill the 
space between the end blocks in order 
to avoid short circuiting the wires on 
the core. 


For convenience it would be advis- | 


able to let the core wires project from 
one end plate one inch. This will 
permit mounting in a lathe chuck, 
thus facilitating the coil winding. 
The supply spool from which the wire 
is unwound should rotate with a slight 
friction in order to avoid any tendency 
of spinning and thus accumulating an 
unnecessary length of loose wire. Care 
should be taken not to attempt wind- 
ing too rapidly. Start slowly and 
gradually increase the speed as the 
work proceeds. 

The primary winding should be 
wound in smooth consecutive layers

until the diameter is 13-16 Inch. In 
calipering this diameter the sharp 
ends of the calipers should not scratch 


| or damage the insulation on the wire. 
Avoid all kinks in the wire. In fact, | 


a kink should be treated as a break 
and the two ends should be twisted to- 
gether, soldered and then wrapped 
with a thin piece of silk. 

The wire must be wound on evenly 
from end to end. This method of 
winding avoids any comparatively 
large differences of potential between 
layers. After the primary winding has 
been completed it should be tested 


|} with a milliammeter or galvanometer 


and a G-volt battery. The ends of the 
primary winding should project 
through the two holes nearest to the 
core holes. 

When the primary winding is com- 


plete, two or three layers of paraflin 


paper should be wrapped around the 
primary winding to provide an insula- 
tion between the coils. The secondary 
coil is wound in the same manner to a 
diameter of 134 inches. The beginning 


and end should be reinforced with a 


heavier gauge wire and then led out 
through the end piece in the holes far- 
thest out. 

When the secondary winding is com- 
plete, cover it with a layer or two of 
paraffin paper and then wind tightly 
with tape. 

The complete coil ig mounted on a 
wooden or fiber base plate and fast- 
ened in place by means of four angles, 
as shown. The ends of the primary
